Acknowledgement of Foreign Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). The certified copy of the foreign priority application, received 
November 8, 2005, has been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on September 20, 2005, is 
in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Acknowledgment of Amendment 

3. Applicant's Amendment, filed on June 17, 2008, is acknowledged. No claims are 
cancelled. Claims 12-20 are added. Claims 1-20 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. Regarding amended independent claims 1 and 1 1 , the prior art of record fails to 
teach or suggest a lamp for a motor vehicle headlight, the lamp comprising: a light 
source; a quartz bulb enclosing the light source; an outer bulb enclosing said quartz 
bulb, the outer bulb having negative lenses which extend in the direction of a 
longitudinal axis of the lamp, each of the negative lenses defining a planar outer surface 
and a concave inner surface of the outer bulb, the negative lenses being positioned as 
one or more diametrically opposed pairs along the outer bulb, wherein the negative 
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lenses have a size and position with respect to the light source that provides an optical 
reduction in size of the light source in at least one direction, along with other claim 
limitations. 

7. Claims 2-1 0 and 1 2-1 7 are allowable due to their dependency. 

8. Regarding independent claim 18, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a 
lamp for a motor vehicle headlight, the lamp comprising: a light source; and a bulb 
enclosing the light source, wherein the bulb has at least one negative lens which 
extends in the direction of a longitudinal axis of the lamp, the at least one negative lens 
defining a planar surface and a concave surface of the bulb that are opposed to each 
other, wherein the at least one negative lens has a size and position with respect to the 
light source that provides an optical reduction in size of the light source in at least one 
direction, along with other claim limitations. 

9. Claims 19 and 20 are allowable due to their dependency.
